1,000 ENTRIES IN 
TWO PROVINCES

Writing in the August issue of 
The Reader's Digest, Don Wharton 
sums up the new car racket in the 
United States, in which he says: 

“All across the country people 
are waiting for the car they order- 
ed a year or more ago. The enor- 
mous demand for new automobiles 
and the utterly inadequate supply 
have led to price-gouging on a scale 
probably unprecedented in the mar- 
keting of any legitimate commodity. 
The result: Anyone who will pay 
the price can get delivery of a 1947 
make, The black market is $300 to 
$1600 above the list price. 

“While automobile manufactur- 
ers are not participants in this hold 
up, their easy going approach is 
shown by what happened in De- 
| troit, where the auto dealer's asso- 
| ciation compiled a master list of all 
new car owners in Wayne County 
| It took 20 typewritten pages to 
| Hat individuals who had each re- 
|ceived three or more cars. Some 
| Bot eight. 

“The gouging has become so 
widespread that some honest deal- 
ers are advertising that they aren't 
crooks, One dealer advertised that: 
(a) He did not sell cars to dealers 
(b) Knowingly sell to individuals 
who buy for resale. (c) Require a 
trade-in, (d) Require you to purch- 
ase any accessories you do not de- 
sire. (e) Penalize you by making 


an unjustified low allowance for the | 


car you trade in.” 


Mr, Wharton sums up his article | 


by saying: "The end of price-goug- | 
ing could be hastened now by posi- | 
tive action being taken simultan- | 


eously by manufacturers, honest | 
dealers and honest buyers. Manu- | 
facturers could help by weeding | 


out shady dealers by thorough in- | 
vestigations and speedy cancella- 
tion of franchises. They could also 
advertise in local papers the cor- 
rect delivery price of at least one 
of their cars. Honest buyers can 
also help by reporting all new car 
dealers attempting shady tricks 
The more help the manufacturers 
get from the public the better they 
can control dealers. Newspapers 
could also help by refusing to pub-
